LAL  BOWDEN  TELLS  OF  AMERICAN  TRIP 

Last  month  we  briefly  reported  some 
of  Lai’s  doings  in  the  IJ.S.A.  per  medium 
of  a  letter  from  his  son.  This  issue  we 
have  more  of  them,  this  time  in  Lai's 
own  words: — 

“I  travelled  by  the  Mariposa  to  San 
Francisco  and  returned  by  the  Monterey. 
Fortunately,  I  was  favoured  with  glorious 
weather  practically  throughout  the  entire 
trip,  both  on  land  and  on  sea. 

"I  attended  several  race  meetings  held 
at  Hollywood  Park,  Tanforan,  Belmont 
Park  and  Jamaica,  and  saw  the  three 
leading  jockeys  in  action:  Willie  Shoe¬ 
maker,  Eddie  Arcaro,  and  Johnny 
Longden. 

“The  most  thrilling  and  outstanding 
event  was  ‘The  Californian,’  held  at 
Hollywood  Park.  The  distance  was  eight 
and  a  half  furlongs,  and  the  prize  money 
$112,000,  which  is  about  £50,000  in  our 
money. 

“The  race  had  quite  an  international 
flavour,  with  the  field  comprising  nine 
runners,  one  from  Japan,  two  from  Ire¬ 
land,  one  from  the  Argentine,  one  from 
England,  and  four  from  the  U.S.A. 

“It  was  a  terrific  finish,  with  four 
horses  going  over  the  line  with  only 
inches  separating  them.  The  decision 
went  to  the  topweight  (8-11),  Hillsdale, 
an  American  four-year-old.  He  won  by 
a  nose  from  the  English  four-year-old 
Amerigo  (by  Nearco)  .  Amerigo  carried 
seven  stone  nine  pounds,  and  was  ridden 
by  Shoemaker.  The  winner  was  the  hot 
favourite,  and  started  at  five  to  four  on. 
The  time  for  the  race  was  1  minute 
40-4/5  seconds. 

“Another  feature  race  I  saw  was  run 
at  Jamaica  track.  It  is  called  ‘The  Grey 
Lag,’  and  was  a  nine-furlong  event  worth 
$75,000.  This  also  was  won  by  the  top- 
weight  and  even-money  favourite,  Vertex, 
a  five-year-old  horse.  He  established  a 
weight-carrying  record  for  the  event,  with 
a  time  of  1  minute  50  seconds.  Vertex  is 
claimed  by  the  sporting  writers  as  the 
best  handicap  horse  in  America. 

“The  interesting  thing  about  ‘The  Grey 
Lag’  I  saw  was  that  the  trophies  were 
presented  to  the  winning  owner,  trainer 
and  jockey  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Auck¬ 
land  (New  Zealand)  Racing  Club. 

“During  my  stay  in  the  States  I 
travelled  exclusively  by  air.  The  new 
Boeing  707’s  are  fantastic.  The  journey 
from  San  Francisco  to  New  York  takes 
only  4  hours  58  minutes.  The  cruising 
speed  is  570  and,  at  one  period,  the  air¬ 
craft  got  up  to  640.  Even  at  this  speed 
there  is  barely  any  movement  at  all. 

“The  stage  productions  on  Broadway 
are  all  everyone  says  about  them.  I  was 
most  impressed  by  ‘My  Fair  Lady’  and 
‘The  Music  Man.’  Another  comedy,  which 
I  consider  the  best  ever,  starred  Claudette 
Colbert,  Charles  Boyer,  and  Julie  New¬ 
man.  It  was  really  sophisticated,  and  was 
called  ‘Marriage  Go  Round.’ 


“The  floor  shows  in  Florida  and  Las 
Vegas  were  tops.  The  most  popular  show 
at  Miami  Beach  was  at  the  Club  Siam  in 
the  fabulous  new  10-million-dollar  Card 
Ion  Hotel.  Appearing  there  was  Darryl 
Stewart,  jockey  W.  Cook’s  son-in-law. 
Billed  as  Australia’s  top  record  star,’  he 
was  in  a  show  called  ‘French  Dressing.’ 
He  has  a  ton  of  ability  and,  judging  by 
the  applause  lie  received,  he  should  go  a 
long  way. 

“Along  the  foreshores  of  this  fantastic 
Miami  Beach  there  are  no  less  than  450 
luxury  hotels,  each  with  its  private  pool 
and  individual  beach  facilities. 

“I  saw  plenty  of  stars,  including  Jane 
Mansfield,  Frank  Sinatra,  Marlene  Diet- 
rich  and  Harry  Belafonte,  in  various 
shows,  and  did  some  wonderful  tours, 
including  Disneyland,  which  is  unique 
and  breathtaking  for  both  young  and 
old.’’

The  Doomben  double  last  month  was  reminiscent  in  names  to  a  Caulfield  and  Melbourne  Cup  combtna- 
tion  1 1  years  ago. 

Red  Fury  and  Rimfire  won  the  1948  Cups.  .  .  , 

They  had  no  form ,  but  that  didn't  matter  to  many  who  coupled  them  merely  on  similarity  of  names , 

and  some  small  backers  got  10,000  to  1.  , 

The  two  Earls  for  Doomben  were  at  much  shorter  quotations,  from  140/1  down  to  100/1. 

They  were  Second  Earl  and  Earlwood. 


The  Earls  carried  recommend¬ 
ations  far  above  those  of  Red 
Fury  and  Rimfire. 

Second  Earl  won  his  first  seven 
races  as  a  two-year-old,  and 
might  have  carried  his  sequence 
much  further  but  for  a  barrier 
accident  in  his  eighth  race. 

He  had  a  narrow  escape  from 
destruction,  and  it  took  a  long 
time  to  recover,  and  longer  to  re¬ 
gain  form. 

He  did  not  come  right  again 
until  he  reached  Queensland  to 
win  the  Healy  Stakes  and  Light¬ 
ning  Stakes  on  Brisbane  tracks. 

He  completed  the  hat-trick 
with  success  in  the  Doomben 
£10,000,  beating  one  of  the  best 
fields  of  sprinters  ever  assembled 
in  Australia. 

He  led  most  of  the  way,  and 
battled  on  with  great  courage 
against  frequent  challenges  to 
score  by  half  a  length  from  Blue 
Dart,  with  Squander  Lad  third. 

With  Gold  Stakes  favourite, 
Second  Earl  was  a  heavily 
backed  second  favourite  at  4/1, 
and  punters  big  and  small  landed 
a  fortune  from  his  success. 

The  writer  believes  that  he  is 
a  long  way  above  average,  and 
that  we  shall  see  him  in  many 
more  Australian  successes  in  the 
approaching  Spring,  even  at 
weight  for  age. 

He  looks  like  being  able  to  stay 
at  least  a  mile. 

Although  raced  by  a  New  Zea¬ 
lander,  Second  Earl  represented 
an  Australian  win.  The  late  Mr. 
F.  W.  Hughes  bred  him.  Second 
Earl  is  by  Tembu,  whom  Mr. 
Hughes  imported  from  England. 
In  New  South  Wales  we  have 
seen  few  of  that  sire’s  stock  of 
note.  But  Second  Earl  is  a  horse 
of  quality.  Perhaps  this  is  also 
because  of  his  breeding  on  the 


dam’s  side.  He  is  out  of  Ajalon,  a 
sister  to  1950  Epsom  winner, 
Achilles.  Achilles  was  by  Ajax, 
winner  of  36  races,  including  18 
straight,  and  £40,250  in  stakes. 
Eventually  Ajax  was  sold  at  a 
high  price  to  America.  Achilles 
was  the  image  of  his  sire,  Ajax. 

All  Ajalon’s  stock  possessed 
high  quality.  Ajalon,  with  a  foal 
at  foot,  left  New  South  Wales  to 
join  a  New  Zealand  venture 
which  Mr.  Hughes  shared  with 
Alton  Lodge  Stud.  The  foal  was 
Second  Earl.  So  Second  Earl  had 
the  New  Zealand  upbringing 
which  has  produced  many  cham¬ 
pion  stayers  and  sprinters  on  the 
Australian  turf.  As  a  yearling  at 
the  New  Zealand  sales,  Second 


Earl  was  bought  by  trainer  Clif¬ 
ton  for  Mrs.  C.  McGregor,  a  re¬ 
ared  hotelkeeper,  for  850  gns.  It 
was  an  excellent  investment.  The 
horse  has  won  1 1  races  worth 
£17,635,  and  looks  like  compet¬ 
ing  successfully  in  other  good 
Australian  races. 

Earlwood  is  a  versatile,  fast 
stayer  and,  after  following  pace¬ 
maker  Skyline  to  the  straight,  he 
went  past  that  Derby  winner  like 
a  shot  from  a  gun  and  gained  a 
very  easy  Doomben  Cup  win. 

He  is  to  be  set  for  the  Caul¬ 
field  Cup,  and  it  seems  merely  a 
matter  of  his  being  healthy  and 
fit  for  that  October  classic  to  en¬ 
sure  a  tip-top  mile  and  a  half 
effort.

Sir  Frank,  awarded  his  knighthood 
for  outstanding  work  in  the  news¬ 
paper  field,  really  started  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  in  his  calling.

He  served  in  this  unit  un¬ 
til  the  end  of  the  war. 

Sir  Frank  was  awarded  the  C.B.E. 
in  June,  1951. 

Always  ready  to  give  his  services  to 
any  cause  for  the  good  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  Sir  Frank  is  President  of  the 
Post  Graduate  Medical  Foundation, 
and  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Nuclear  Research  Foundation. 

A  sound  polo  player  in  his  time,  he 
still  maintains  his  interest  in  the  sport, 
and  acts  as  timekeeper  for  the 
matches  at  the  Royal  Easter  Show.  He 
is  an  enthusiastic  tennis  player,  and 
keeps  fit  with  frequent  games  on  his 
court  at  home.

Sir  Edward  was  born  in  Broken 
Hill  in  1896,  and  joined  the  staff  of

The  next  year  saw  him  enlisted  as 
a  private  in  the  A.I.F.  He  served  with 
the  Infantry,  and  was  on  Gallipoli 
and  in  France,  where  he  distinguished 
himself  as  a  gallant  soldier.

Mr.  Adolph  Basser,  perhaps  the 
country’s  best-known  philanthropist, 
recently  had  a  donation  of  £40,000 
to  the  University  of  N.S.W.  recog¬ 
nised  by  the  naming  of  one  of  the 
University  colleges  after  him. 

"Basser”  College  was  officially

Mr.  Webster  has  an  impressive  war 
record.

At  a  special  luncheon  held  in  his 
honour  at  the  American  Club  last 
month,  Mr.  E.  K.  White  was  pre¬

The  President  of  the  American 
Society  was  also  present  at  the  lun¬ 
cheon,  and  congratulated  Mr.  White 
on  founding  and  working  for  a 
Society  which  now  has  about  2,000 
members  in  N.S.W.  alone,  and  about 
8,000  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
The  Association  has  branches  in  San 
Francisco,  Chicago,  New  York,  Lon¬ 
don  and  New  Zealand,  a  tribute  to  its 
necessity  and  usefulness.

TOURNAMENT  REACHING  INTERESTING  STAGE 


The  Billiards  and  Snooker 
Tournament  is  reaching  an  in¬ 
teresting  stage  as  this  issue  of 
T.C.M.  goes  to  press.  Some  very 
closely  contested  games  have 
been  played,  some  favourites 
have  toppled,  and  some  have 
proved  their  superiority.  The  one 
sure  thing  is  that  excitement  is  at 
its  height. 

The  snooker  game  between 
Judge  Holden  and  Les  Haigh, 
a  very  seasoned  campaigner, 
proved  to  be  an  exciting  encoun¬ 
ter.  The  Judge  showed  a  marked 
improvement  in  form  which  gave 
him  a  decisive  victory.  So  long  as 
he  maintains  this  form  his  oppon¬ 
ents  will  have  the  job  ahead  of 
them  to  beat  him. 

The  game  between  Mr.  Justice 
Dovey  and  J.  W.  Maloney 
provided  another  unexpected 
snooker  result.  Half  way  through 
the  match  the  Judge  looked  well 
beaten,  but,  revealing  remarkable 
potting  ability,  he  came  again  to 
win.

controlled  shot,  and  then  doubled 
the  black,  a  much  more  difficult 
one,  to  “win  on  the  post.”  These 
last  two  shots  were  in  top  cham¬ 
pionship  class. 

Perhaps  the  most  tense  snooker 
match  was  that  between  Mel 
Watson  and  Roy  Bryden.  Mel 
Watson  opened  up  in  great  form, 
and  in  dashing  style,  to  go  away 
to  an  immediate  lead  of  24.  This 
seemed  to  confirm  the  judgment 
of  the  spectators,  who  laid  long 
odds  on  him.  They  had  their  fin¬ 
gers  burnt,  however,  for,  playing 
cold,  calculating  snooker  with 
deliberate  patience,  Roy  bided  his 
time.  He  took  no  risks,  and  potted 
with  extreme  care  and  skill. 
Gradually  he  wore  Mel  down, 
and  went  on  to  a  very  well- 
deserved  win. 

Turning  to  billiards,  the  match 
between  Jack  Chown  and  Boyd 
Lane  was  keenly  contested.  Jack 
was  the  hot  favourite,  but  Boyd 
unwound  some  really  unexpected 
form  to  win  decisively.
